After which, the Guns from the Fort, as alfo thofe from the Country Sloop, were 
difcharged, and three loud Huzzas given by the Englith and the Indians, 


Then the Commiffioners told the Indians that in the Morning the Prefents ordered 
them by the Government, fhould' be deliver’d. 


The Commiffioners drank King GEORGE’s Health, and Profperityto the 
Peace now confirm’d ;. which was pledg’d by the Indians. 


Saturday, OSober 21. 


HE Prefents ordered by the Government to be given to the Indians being. 
placed in the Parade of the Fort, in two feperate Parcels, one for the Penod- 
Scotts, the other for the Norridgawocks. 


— Commiffioners, {peaking to the Penob/cotts , Here.is the Prefent from the Govern- 
- ment for you that now appear ; and we fhall leave in the Hands of Capt. Bradbury, 
fomething for thofe. of your Tribe that are abfent. 


__ Then the Commiffioners delivered to the Norridgawocks that Part of the Prefent 
laid out for them ; and at the fame Time told them, they fhould leave with Capt. 
_ Lithgow fomething for thofe of their Tribe that were not prefent. 


The Commiffioners ( by Col. Wendell their Chairman ) prefented to Louis, a 
Belt of Wampum ; and told him to carry that Bele to Penob/cott, and lodge it with 
the Treaty ; that It was to bind fatt together all that had been agreed upon at this 
_ Conference. 


Alfo a Belt of Wampum was given to Noodagaweramet, for him to carry to the 
Norridgawocks, to be kept with the Treaty, in order to.bind fatt together all that 
has been agreed upon at this Conference. 


|. Likewife a String of Wampum was left with Noodagawaremet to draw in.all the 
Tribes of Indians. into a general Peace with the Englifh,

and to thofe of our Brethren that are abfent. 
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We heartily rejoice in the Peace now concluded upon ; and hope it will laft as 
long as the Sun and Moon endure. 


Quinious, We of the Norridgawocks, thank your Honours for the Prefent 
you have now given us, and our Brethren that are abfent. 


We join with Brother Lowis, in hearty defires, that the Peace now made, may 
laft to the End of Time. ; 


And then the Commiffioners ordered an Ox to be given them. 


The Conference being now ended ; the Indians took leave of the Commiffioners 
and departed.

HEREAS a Warhas for fome Years paft been made and carvied on by.

“oainft the Governments of the Maflachufetts-Bay and New-Hampithire, contrary 40, 
Jeveral Treatics heretofore folemnly entred into. And the faid Indians being now fenfi- 
bie of the Miferies and Troubles they have involved themfelves.in, and being defirous to 
he reftored to His Majefty’s Grace and Favour, and to live in Peace with all His 
Majefty’s Subjetts 5 and that all former Aéts of Injury may be forgotten , 
W FE, the Underwitten, being delegated and impowered to reprefent and act for 
V and in behalf of the Zndians aforefaid, have concluded to make, and do by 
shefe Prefents in their Name make, our Submiffion unto His mott Excellent 
Majelty GEORG &#, the Second, by the Grace of GOD, of Great-Britain, France 
and Ireland, KING, Defender of the Faith, Ge. in as full and ample a Manner as 
any of our Predeceffors have heretofore done.

towards ailthe Subjects ofthe Crowin of Great- Britain, and not offer the leatt Hurt, 
Violence or Moleftation'to:thena or any ofthem, in their Perfons or Eftates ; but will 
henceforward hold and maintain, a firm and conftant Amity with all the Englifh ; 
and will never Confederate or Combine with any other Nation to their Prejudice. 

Tsar. all the Captives taken in this prefent War fhall forthwith be reftored, with- 
out. any. Renfom or Payment ta: be made for then or any of then. 
Paar His Majefty’s Subjeats, the. Engiifo,. thall and may peaceably and quietly 
enter upon, improve and enjoy all’ and fingular their Rights of Land, and former 
Settlements, Properties, and. Pofleffions within the Faftern Parts of the faid Province 
of the Maffachufetts-Bay, together with all Ifands, Mets, Shoars, Beaches and Vifhery 
within the fame, without any Moleftation or Claims by us or any other Indians, and 
be in‘no ways interrupted or difturbed therein, Saving to the Tribes of Jndians with- 
in His Majefty’s Province aforefaid, and their natural Deicéndants refpectively all their 
Lands, Liberties and Properties, not by them conveyed or fold to or poffeffed by any 
of the Engli/h Subjects as aforefaid ; as alfo the Priviledge of Fithery, Hunting and

‘Txat all ‘Trade and Commerce which hereafter may be allowed between the 

Englifh and the Jndians, thalt be under fuch Management and Regulation as the Go- 
vernment of the Maffachufetts Province fhall direé. 
__Ir anyControverly or Difference at any Time hereafter happen to arife between any 
of the Englifh and Indians, for any real or fuppofed Wrong or Injury done on either 
Side, no private Revenge fhall be taken for the fame ; but a proper Application fhalk 
be made to His Majelty’s Government upon the Place tor Remedy or Redrefs thereof 
in a dueCourfe of Juftice : We fubmitting ourfélves to be ruled and governed by His,
